'The first is 12 miles west and slightly

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MINORITY REPORT 


Mayor Lloyd Marti appointed the Committee of 
59, largely, single-handed, and according to re- 
porta, without previous recommendations by his 
council colleagues. 
Its membership included many able and dis­ 
tinguished citizens of this community. 
Its mem­ 
bers were conscientious and hard working. 
The mayor, in a statement Saturday, refers to 
the minority report filed by some of the members 
of his committee. 
He points out the action taken 
at the meeting at which final decision was reached 
was by a majority vote of 3 to 1. 
Yet we feel reasonably certain Mayor Marti 
would not deny a minority the right to express 
itself. And because of that, his attitude in publicly 
discussing either the majority or the minority 
report is puzzling. 
Why not let them stand on 
their own feet for consideration by the council 
itself in formal session? 
And at all times the mayor has been inclined 
to be slightly loose with his figures in discussion 
of action by the Committee of 59. 
There were 
present at the meeting to which he refers 34 of 
the 59 members. 
The vote itself on the motion 
to proceed by condemnation stood 23 to 8, accord­ 
ing to announcement, although the committee was 
in executive session, and reporters were barred. 
At no time in all these deliberations have more 
than a slight majority of the total membership of 
59 participated. The majority of which he speaks 
was not a majority of the entire committee, but 
a minority. 
The committee had before it a letter from 
former Mayor R. E. Campbell indicating his oppo­ 
sition to condemnation. 
Whether that vote was 
counted or not is not clear. 
It had a letter from 
C. Petrus Peterson requesting action be not taken 
until he had had a chance to express his views. 
Obviously that request was rejected. 
And there 
were other members of the committee, who pre­ 
viously had indicated their position, unable to be 
present because of previous arrangements conflict­ 
ing with the hastily-called committee gathering. 
All that may be said to be beside the point. 
But the right of a minority of the Committee of 
59 to make public its position surely is not open 
to debate. 
Its views are entitled to the same respect as the 
views of the majority. 


Fav o red Land 


Once again 
middle-westerners, 
including Ne­ 
braskans, have cause to offer up thanks for the 
summer and early fall of 1944. 
On the west coast last week, a 12-year record 
tumbled when San Francisco reported a tempera­ 
ture of 99. 
Nearby Oakland sweltered under the 
highest temperature since weather bureau records 
were established with an all-time high of 102; Red­ 
wood City had 104; Sacramento, 107, and Fresno,- 
106. 
It was time to reverse the words of the song 
to read: “California, here I go.” 
But that wasn’t all. Tuesday at Salt Lake City, 
a 29-year-old drouth record tumbled with 54 rain­ 
less days; and, as the week came to a close, a 70- 
year mark for absence of precipitation crashed. 
Here temperatures have been ideal and fall 
planting gets under way under the most favorable 
conditions. In the light of the thirties, there must 
be something to this old law of compensation. 


“ REKERTEI) B EST” 
In Idaho, Governor Tom Dewey was exploring 
regional sentiment. 
On his way to the Pacific 
coast, he told a crowd of about 1,000 people in 
Idaho he had been impressed “with the feeling In 
this part of the United States that the West has 
been deserted by the New Deal." 
The West is a vast empire. 
It stretches mile 
on mile, and its interests by no means follow a 
simple straight line. 
In Nebraska, for example, 
there is the livestock Industry of the old range 
and the feeding or finishing activities of the grain 
producers of central and eastern counties who 
puts the fat on the grass-run beef of the range. 
There is the interest of the man, the farmer, who 
produces the grain and feeds the cattle, .There are 
the hog raisers, the sheep growers, the beet pro­ 
ducers, the potato industry, the apple interests, 
the dairymen, and those who confine their labors 
to poultry.

What are the needs of the deserted West? 
It will be granted that when “the goose hangs 
high," a r e s ou r c e f u l people will pretty well 
take care of themselves. 
They must have profit­ 
able prices for the foodstuffs they produce. Those 
conditions certainly did not exist even throughout 
the stretch of the “Roaring Twenties"—and a farm 
holiday crisis took shape in the closing years of 
Mr. Hoover’s administration. 
That is history now 
largely forgotten in the profitable conditions at 
this time. 
What is it besides fair commodity prices which 
the West must have? 
1—It must have low interest rates, the same 
commercial advantages business and industry en­ 
joy. 
Has it had fair interest rates for the people 
on the farms? 
2—The rural areas have needed sorely the ad­ 
vantages of cheap electricity. 
Has it had a rural 
electrification program? 
3—It largely was ignored in national develop­ 
ment until Mr. Roosevelt came into office, with 
eastern and western seaboards receiving most of 
the national funds up until then. 
Has it had its 
proper share of national development? 
• 
• 
• 
Could Governor Dewey give greater recogni­ 
tion to the West, and will he give greater recog­ 
nition to the West? 
A place in the cabinet does 
not mean crop loans, low interest loans for the 
farms. 
A place in the cabinet carries no guaran­ 
tee that the broad program of the conservation of 
natural resources will be pushed more energetic­ 
ally, or even as energetically as it has been in the 
past decade up until the outbreak of war? 
On 
the contrary, anyone knows that Mr. Dewey’s pro­ 
posal In connection with public developments at 
his St. Louis conference of republican governors 
means the end of any federal program of the con­ 
servation of natural resources and hence the end 
of those developments. 
Who is it that he has in mind for his cabinet? 
Is it his host during his stay in Nebraska? 
Was 
he trying to tell the farmers of the United States 
that former Governor McKelvie would be assigned 
to the portfolio of secretary of agriculture? 
Mr. 
McKelvie had his fling at the farm problem and 
it still remains a rather vivid memory. 
And if it 
is the department of interior, as some of the dis­ 
patches suggested, just what changes in reclama­ 
tion policy has Governor Dewey in mind? 
The 
answer to that was given at St. Louis—a “death 
sentence" to a federal program of irrigation, elec­ 
tricity, flood control and navigation.

These problems are of vital importance in the 
post-war years. 
Now, they are of little consequence. 
The farm er at this time is enjoying one of 
those better eras. 
He is in clover. 
His fields 
have been well watered over much of this vast 
area, his harvest has been abundant and his prices 
generally renumerative. 
There he stands today, 
independent; enjoying the most favorable interest 
rates in all his history; occupying the strongest 
position in his lifetime. 
Yet, Governor Dewey nurses the thought he 
has been deserted. 
He knows really when he 
was deserted, or does he? 
Well, watch the farm er go on the “war path" 
the next time.

No dispatch coming from out of liberated France 
was more revealing than the recent news that 
Rene Fonck had been arrested upon orders of the 
French minister of interior upon charges of being 
a pro-nazi collaborationist.

istering the voters for the No­

The leftist intellectuals w ho are 
the driving force in PAC adm it 
this regretfully. 
They know just 
how crucial the job of registra­ 
tion is. 
They know tha t the elec­ 
tion m ay b e lost a m onth b efore 
the voters go to the polls, which 
is a possib ility tha t seem s not 
to have 
occurred 
to com placent 
politicians in W ashington. 


PAC has com piled a list of the 
states w hich shows tha t in a m a­ 
jority the last date for registra­ 
tion is O ctob er 10 or earlier. 
For

is even m ore interesting is that 
in m any states rura l areas have 
a longer period in which to reg­ 
ister than the cities.
